The Horde Arrives. 

Last Sunday the privilege of remaining 
open proved, however, not an unmixed 
blessing. The first dry Sunday in Chica- 
go sent a horde of celebrants over the 
Niles line, and in the middle of the after- 
noon, with the assistance of the saloons, 
they were in such a high state of enthu- 
siasm that they .chased a lonesome. 
patrolman all the way from the Niles line’ 
down to Jefferson Park. There he ral- 
ner relntoroements and ras the chase 
pak to Niles. 

Rather than have their property dam- 
aged on the second Sunday the saloon- 
keepers yesterday sent a delegation to 
Mr. Mau and asked for police protection, 
New Kind of Protection.

U.S. COLLECTOR NAMED 


Citing various sections of the Unit- 
ed States statutes which prohibit the 
transportation of explosives’ on steamers 
carrying passengers, Mrs. Sarah Land 
yesterday filed suit for $60,000 against the 
‘Cunard Steamship company, W. T. Tur- 
her, captain of the Lusitania, and Dudley 
Field Malone, collector of the port of 
New York. 

The suit, instituted In the United States 
District court in Chicago, is.the most 
startling legal development noted since 
the Lusitania was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine last May, carrying to 
death a number of American citizens, 
incleding Mrs.Lund's husband and father. 
Tt it said the suit will be followed in 
& few days by eight similar suits in Chi- 
cago alone, and that other plaintiffe will 
be allowed to join Mre. Lund.

During 
the brief period of friendshp between 
Alexander and Napoleon, Poaszo di Borgo 
rotirec to England, hut was recalled by 
the cser of Russia in 1812 and exerted all 
his influence to urge a continuance of the 
war with France until the power of Napo- 
leon should be broken. It was he who 
‘induced ex-Marshal Bernadotte, crown 
prince of Sweden, to join the allied 
powers. 


Tt was he, too, who counseled the latter | 


to bring matters to a crisis by marching 
of Paris in 1814, and who penned the his- 
toric declaration that they were waging 
war not against the French but solely 
against Napoleon. ae 

He gave warning at the congress of 
Vienna in 1814 of the probability of Napo- 
leon returning from Elba, was present be- 
side the Duke of Wellington at the battle 
of Waterloo, and in 1815 signed the treaty 
of Paris as Russian ambassador. He was 
one of the chief authors of the holy alli- 
ance, which called into existence the Mon- 
roe doctrine.
